- Directive to Staff regarding Docket No. U-36959, Entergy Louisiana’s pending rate case.
At the request of Commissioner Lewis.

The directive reads: Regarding Entergy Louisiana’s rate case currently pending before the
Commission, | have the following rules for Staff:

1) 1 understand that Entergy Louisiana has a number of automatic pass-through riders,
under which it collects about half its revenues. In its review of Entergy Louisiana’s
rate request, Staff should determine whether these automatic riders provide benefits to
consumers, whether these mechanisms reduce Entergy’s risk so as to reduce the rate of
return requirement, particularly in light of the securitization of storm damage costs and
reserves, whether these mechanisms are otherwise necessary, and make
recommendations to the Commission.

2) The Staff should examine whether Entergy Louisiana has excluded liability
Accumulated Deferred Income Tax items from rate base and determine whether the
exclusion is reasonable based upon regulatory orders or settlements, and make
recommendations to the Commission.

3) Inrecommending a fair rate of return on equity, the Staff should consider the extent to
which Entergy Louisiana, its parent, and affiliates have complied with this

Commissioner’s Orders and FERC regulatory orders (as applicable to Louisiana rates),
and make a recommendation accordingly.

After discussion, Chairman Campbell and Commissioner Lewis voted in support of the
directive with Commissioner Skrmetta and Vice Chairman Francis opposing the directive and
Commissioner Greene absent. The directive failed with a vote of 2:2.

- Directive to electric utilities on federal funding opportunities.

Previously, | have encouraged our jurisdictional electric utilities to review the opportunities
for federal grant funding opportunities that are available through the Inflation Reduction Act
and the Infrastructure Investment and Jobs Act. Currently we are aware that three of our co-
operatives, DEMCO, JDEC, and SLECA, have a pending application seeking funding from
the Grid Resilience and Innovation Program, or “GRIP”, and that Entergy Louisiana has a
pending application to receive competitive funds through the Hubs for Energy Resilience
portion of GRIP funding. While these grants are in the review process, and decisions on both
may come at any time, there are additional funding opportunities that have been made
available, including, but not limited to:

EPA Greenhouse Gas Reduction Fund / Louisiana Clean Energy Fund

EPA Low Emissions Electricity Program

DOA Powering Affordable Clean Energy Program

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| am also aware that our Staff is directly involved in interagency working groups that are
assessing federal funding opportunities and their applicability in Louisiana. Given the
potential beneficial impacts these grants/funding could have on the ratepayers of our utilities,
it is incumbent that utilities maximize potential funding opportunities and that we are updated
on the utilities’ efforts to apply for and possibly secure this funding. Accordingly, I direct the
electric utilities to provide an update at our November B&E as to the status of grant and/or
funding opportunities for which they have applied or will apply. While best efforts should be
made to give a comprehensive public overview of current activities, additionally utilities may
elect to convey the nature of ongoing conversations with relevant federal offices and/or the
details of their applications or negotiations in confidential reports.
